Under the regulations for the preparation of the electoral rolls framed 
by the Government of Madras the electoral roll for the constituency of the 
Univarsity should contain the following particulars—the elector’s name, 
father’s name, address and polling station and should be divided into ‘parts 
for each registration area comprised in the constituency, and each purt 
should be divided into sections for each polling area within the registration 
area. The electorsin each registration area should be numbered in one 
series and the names in each polling area should be arranged alphabetically 
and bear consecutive numbers, The polling areas shall be the same as 
those fixed for the territorial constituencies. The City of Madras and each 
district in the mufassal will be a separate registration area. All other areas 
will together form another registration area. The Registration Officers are 
the Commissioner of the Madras Municipality for the City of Madras, the 
Collector of the District for each district in the mufassal and the Registrar 
of the University for other areas.
